Sir, —  In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees 
of  The  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1940. 

This  is  the  seventy-seventh  annual  report  of  the  Hos- 
pital Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital, 
the  South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the 
Sanatorium  Division,  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 
The  Convalescent  Home,  which  was  operated  from  1890 
to  1932,  is  at  present  closed.  The  Haymarket  Square 
Relief  Station  has  been  in  custody  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  since  May,  1938.  The  West 
Department  was  transferred  to  the  Public  Works 
Department,  February  1939. 

Dr.  George  G.  Sears  died  on  May  28,  1940.  For 
forty-six  years  he  served  our  hospital,  twenty-six  on  the 
medical  staff  and  twenty  years  as  trustee.  His 
unusual  talents  and  mature  judgment  were  invaluable 
during  the  critical  period  of  expansion  of  the  hospital. 
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The  present  high  professional  standing  of  our  institution 
is  largely  the  result  of  his  vision  and  wise  guidance. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  on  May  3,  1940, 
by  the  election  of  Mr.  Carl  Dreyfus  as  President,  and 
Dr.  Martin  J.  English  as  Secretary. 

In  April,  Mr.  Carl  Dreyfus  was  reappointed  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30,  1945. 

Expenditures. 

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $3,283,916.11.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  $2,640,441.03  was  expended  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $279,723.72  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  $248,611.17  on  account 
of  the  South  Department;  $31,856.78  on  account  of  the 
East  Boston  Relief  Station,  and  $83,283.41  was  spent 
by  the  Works  Progress  Administration  for  purchase  of 
supplies  and  materials  for  hospital  buildings  renovation. 

Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratory, 
$71,580.83,  $68,717.60  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
expenditures,  $1,431.62  in  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
and  $1,431.61  in  the  South  Department  expenditures. 
The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorndike  Memorial 
Laboratory,  $70,721.64,  is  included  in  the  hospital 
proper  expenditures.  Of  the  $99,340.85,  total  amount 
spent  on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic  Department, 
$47,683.61  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and 
$51,657.24  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
total  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Physical 
Therapeutics,  $20,336.63,  $3,660.59  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $16,472.67  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment and  $203.37  to  the  South  Department.  Of 
the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Immunology, 
$4,920.25,  $49.20  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper, 
$4,428.23  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $442.82 
to  the  South  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the 
Clinical  Laboratory,  $28,892.59,  $27,159.03  is  charged 
to  the  hospital  proper  and  $1,733.56  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Surgical  Research,  $13,342.51,  $6,671.25  is  charged 
to  the  hospital  proper  and  $6,671.26  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Oral  Surgery,  $8,978.71,  $1,167.23  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper  and  $7,811.48  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
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partment.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of 
Social  Work,  $54,426.47,  $26,668.97  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $27,213.24  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment and  $544.26  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  in  ascertaining  the  settlement  of  pa- 
tients, $3,824.03,  $3,709.31  was  spent  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  $114.72  on  the  South  Department. 

In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital  proper 
and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under  the 
title  "Main  Hospital." 

Paying  Patients. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes,  excepting 
those  at  the  Sanatorium  Division,  the  sum  of  $247,267.01. 
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Contracts. 

The  contract  of  the  Otis  Elevator  Company  for  furnish- 
ing Otis  Elevator  Service  to  elevators  was  renewed  for 
the  year  1940,  in  the  sum  of  $11,460  per  year. 

A  contract  in  the  sum  of  $50  per  month  was  awarded 
to  Mr.  Benjamin  B.  Hatch  for  monthly  inspection  of 
auxiliary  Fire  Alarm  System. 

On  March  22,  1940,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  W.  E. 
Smith  Chimney  Construction  Company  for  repairs  to 
Power  House  chimney.  The  contract  price  including 
an  addition  was  $3,775.  The  contract  was  completed 
and  accepted  on  May  10,  1940,  and  final  payment  was 
made  on  August  23,  1940. 

On  January  13,  1940,  a  contract  was  awarded  to 
Chandler  Construction  Company  in  the  sum  of  $17,550 
for  additions  and  alterations  to  kitchen  department. 
This  contract  was  completed  and  accepted  June  15, 
1940,  and  final  payment  made  on  August  23,  1940. 

Mr.  John  A.  McPherson  was  the  architect  on  the 
above  contract  and  received  as  his  commission    $1,053. 

On  July  1,  1940,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  John 
Carruthers  &  Co.,  in  the  sum  of  $425  per  month, 
for  the  installation  of  a  linen  control  system.  This 
contract  was  to  have  terminated  December  31,  1940, 
but  on  that  date  it  was  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
extended  to  April  1,  1941. 

On  August  2,  1940,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  approved 
the  award  of  a  contract  to  the  Boston  Edison  Company 
in  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $2,698  for  the  installation  of  a 
new  X-ray  service  in  Thorndike  Building.  This  con- 
tract was  completed  and  accepted  November  1,  1940, 
payment  to  be  made  early  in  the  year  1941. 

Gate  Lodge  Building. 

Mr.  James  H.  Ritchie  continued  his  architectural 
services  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  his  contract, 
dated  November  2,  1939,  in  connection  with  alterations 
and  improvements  to  existing  Gate  Lodge  Building, 
converting  same  into  a  Nurses'  Dormitory.  To  date 
Mr.  Ritchie  has  been  paid  $1,500  as  his  commission. 

Contracts  were  also  entered  into  with  Mr.  Ritchie 
for  preparing  plans  and  specifications  for  alterations 
to  squash  court  (House  Officers'  Building)  and  for 
additional  laboratories   and  animal  rooms  on  roof   of 
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Thorndike  Memorial  Building,  also  for  alterations  to 
basement  of  Burnham  Building. 

Payments  to  Mr.  Ritchie  for  above  services  are  as 
follows  (to  date) :

Mr.  Ritchie's  commissions  as  well  as  all  labor  and 
materials  in  connection  with  above-named  projects  are 
paid  from  Works  Projects  Administration  appropriation. 

Works  Projects  Relief  Administration. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  added  to  the 
Hospital  budget  the  amount  of  $83,283.41  for  the 
purchase  of  supplies  and  materials  for  emergency  relief 
projects,  the  Works  Projects  Relief  Administration 
paying  the  salaries  of  the  workers. 

A.  Shtjman  Memorial  Building  for   Convalescent 

Men. 

To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $42,740.56  has  been  added  to  January  1,  1941, 
making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date  $142,- 
740.56. 

Charles  H.  Tyler  Fund. 

The  $1,000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Tyler 
is  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.  Up  to  January  1, 
1941,  $1,065,612.27  has  been  delivered  to  the  City 
Treasurer.  This  fund  will  be  used  for  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  a  surgical  research  building  to  be  named 
in  honor  of  Dr.  George  G.  Sears.
